Gvati wants 
nuclear power

Development Minister Haim Gvati 
will recommend to a special Minis- 
terial Committee that Israel butld 
an atomie power station. The pro- 
Posed station will have a capacity 
of 400 megawatts and should take 
eight years to build. 

Mr. Gvati's proposal is based 
upon the report and recommenda- 
tions of a committee which has been 
studying the subject for the past 
year. The report states that an 
atomic power station will be some 
$7m. a year cheaper to operate 
than a conventional power. station 
of the same capacity. 

No firm recommendation was 
made as to the preferred type of 
fuel for the atomic station, accord- 
ing to the Ministry spokesman. Is- 
raél already has a supply of 
ordinary uranium which could be 
used to power the station. The other 
possibility is to use enriched uranium

Mr, Tan he said that the fish, 
from the ponds of Elbbutz Bar Am 
in Galilee, had passed through the 
usual health controls on their way 
to market, and stressed that, in 
over 30 years of marketing carp, 
this had been the first case of a 
shipment being disqualified as 
health hazard. 

‘He thought the poor appearance 
of the fish was due to their having 
apparently been “too crowded” In 
the tanker trucks which took them 
to market, and that some of them 
had weakened as 8 result and died 
after reaching the shops. “But no 
disease of any kind was involved,” 
he insisted, He complained that the 
veterinarian's move had cost the 
breeders 1116,000.

Buying a home can be a heart- 
breaking as well 85 ἃ tortuous pro- 
cess. Demand so exceeds supply 
that the contractor can pick and 
choose his customers, and does not 
even have to worry about small 
complaints, because he knows that 
you have little choice. 

A ray of hope which cheered the 
house buyers in their battles with 
the house builders was the estab- 
lishment in the middle of last year 
of the official post of Registrar of 
Contractors. It was hoped that, at 
long last, some control would be 
put upen the building industry, and 
that now the contractors would be 
made to toe the line and deliver 
the goods they promised. 

These hopes were not totally un- 
founded, but the anticipated wide- 
ranging powers of control were 
not actually provided in the Re- 
gistrar of Contractors Law. This is 
mainly because, during the Knes- 
set readings of the bill, a couple 
of extra words were added into 
the Law which served to rob It of 
much of its effect. 

Under the law, the Registrar has 
power to refuse to issue a contrac- 
tors licence, or to withdraw it, un: 
der certain circumstances. The key 
clause in this respect states that a 
licence can be refused or cancel- 
led “If the contractor does not 
generally fulfi! his contractual ob- 
ligations towards the buyer.” 

The offending word here is “ξὲ- 
nerally." After legal advice was 
taken, and consultations held be- 
tween the two bodies which guide 
the Registrar, the Contractors Coun- 
cil and the Advisory Committee, it 
wes decided that “generally” will 
be taken to mean that a contractor 
has failed in three separate instan- 
ces to fulfil a clause in his con- 
tract. 

However, this was further inter- 
preted to mean that the contractor 
could be held to have failed to 
“generally fulfill” the contract, spe- 
cifications or plans only if the com- 
plaints were about three separate 
projects. Ten complaints from one 
house are counted as one com- 
plaint. 


RIGHT OF APPEAL 


after three complaints have been 
examined by independent engineers 
and found to be justified, only then 
is the contractor, together with the 
‘buyer, invited to meet the Registrar 
of Contractors to discuss the sub- 
ject. If the contractor refuses at 
this point to honour his obligations, 
the Registrar may then strike him 
from the register. The contractor 
can then appeal against this deci- 
sion. 

Mr. Shlomo Arazi, the Registrar 
of Contractors, who explained this 
point to me, did not paint the situa- 
Hon in as bad a light as I have 
made it out here. He believes that, 
despite the fact that the Law’s teeth 
were somewhat blunted, they still 
provide enough bite to ensure that 
contractors honour their commit- 
ments. 

“Until the end of July I was ex- 
tremely busy with registering all 
the contractors, about 2,000, and 
have .ndt” Beh able to devote suf- 
ficient time to dealing with the 
complaints I received, and there 
have been hundreds so far, How- 
ever, now that the registe: stage 
is over I will devote teat of my 
time to this task, and I hope the 
public wiil fee] the influence of the 
Registrar on relations with contrac- 
tors," Mr. Arazi explained. 

He puts the complaints which he 
has received into five categories: 

1) A clear breach of a contrac- 
tual obligation, or specifications are 
not fulfilled, or the final plan is not 
the same as the original. “These 
claims recelve my full attention 
and I first check if there have 
been three such complaints against 
the same contractor. If there haven't 
been other claims against this con- 
tractor, I send a letter to the house 
purchaser and explain the legal po- 
sition on this matter while assuring 
him that this complaint will be 
Placed in the contractor's file. I

2) Complaints about delays in the 
completion of the building. “Un- 
fortunately there are a large num- 
ber of such complaints. However, 
the matter is currently sub judice 
as there are court cases pending on 
such cases, and I am awaiting the 
verdicts for a more definite ruling. 
One of the problems about such 
matters is that the contractors can 
argue that they have applied to the 
Employment Service for skilled 
finishers, and been told that none 
are available, or they also can claim 
that no cement is available. These 
are two fairly strong arguments.” 

3) General statements by a pur- 
chaser about bad ‘workmanship. “I 
flatly refuse to check such claims 
because, in many cases, this is a 
matter of opinion and the contrac- 
tor will be able to bring an en- 
gineer who will say that the work- 
manship is adequate. I write to the 
claimant and suggest that he ap- 
Plies straight to the courts, because 
this is where it will end up any- 
way.” 

4) Ciaims concerning various 16- 
gal points, such as delays in re- 
gistration in the Tabu or letting 
8ἃ flat as an office or workshop in 
a residential building. “These cases, 
too, are matters for the courts and 
I direct the claimant to apply 
straight away to a lawyer,” 

5) Claims against contractors who 
are not registered. “This is outside 
my jurisdiction, as builders who 
started work before the closing 
date for registration are permitted 
to finish their work. Only if the 
claimant brings me proof that the 
contractor starts another building 
after the closing of the registration 
date can I take action. In such a 
case the contractor is liable to six 
months in prison or a IL5,000 fine.” 


LETTERS HAVE EFFECT 

Mr. Arazi reports that his action 
in sending copies of his letters to 
the contractors has produced quite 
positive results. “It even led to the 
Contractors Association passing a 
resolution against me at their last 
general meeting,” he said with a 
satisfied grin. 

“Usually, after a contractor re- 
ceives a copy of a letter which I 
‘have sent to a complainant, the 
contractor either sets about repair- 
ing the error as quickly as pos- 
sible, or else offers the complainant 
compensation. In one case, two men 
came to see me without an appoint- 
ment, After my secretary saw that 
they were not prepared to make an 
appointment and return later, I met 
them and they explained that one 
was the writer of a letter of com- 
plaint, and the other his contrac- 
tor. The contractor had repaired a 
faulty heating system, but refused 
to hand over the switch until the 
complainant came to my office and 
announced to me in person that the 
fault had been made good.”

When buying 
a house you should spend an extra 
thousand pounds or so for expert 
advice, as i+ will repay itself ten- 
fold in the suffering which it will 
save.” ‘
